How  long  will  it  take?  If  you  are  a fulltime  student, 
you  can  earn  your  Associate  Degree  in  General 
Education  in  two  years  (six  quarters).  That’s  101 
quarter  credit  hours.  In  three  quarters  you  can 
acquire  the  number  of  hours  needed  for  transfer  to 
Pembroke  State  University  (as  a sophomore)  to  pur- 
sue a Bachelor’s  degree  in  whatever  major  you 
choose. 

How  much  will  it  cost?  $39  each  quarter  for  tuition,* 
about  $40  a quarter  for  books,  and  $6  each  quarter 
for  the  Student  Activity  fee. 

Can  I get  financial  aid?  RTI  administers  a number  of 
student  financial  aid  programs  including 
scholarships,  grants,  loans  and  work-study  funds.

p i Friuration  This  curriculum  offers  the  student  the  opportunity  to  pursue  an 

e n Associate  Degree  in  General  Education  (a  two-year  degree)  from 

RTI  or  to  transfer  his/her  courses  to  an  accredited  college  or  university.  The  General  Education 
student  is  limited  in  the  number  of  quarter  hours  he/she  may  take  each  quarter.  The  maximum 
is  15  quarter  hours  during  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  enrollment  and  a maximum  of  20 
quarter  credit  hours  during  subsequent  quarters  of  enrollment. 


RTI  provides  a wide  range  of  liberal  arts  and  technical  courses  for  six 
quarters  of  work.  Students  planning  to  meet  the  requirements  for  the 
Associate  Degree  in  General  Education  must  complete  the  minimum  requirements  for  transfer 
to  Pembroke  State  University  (45  quarter  credit  hours).  An  additional  56  quarter  hours  are  re- 
quired for  the  Associate  Degree  and  may  be  selected  from  General  Education  courses  and/or 
from  RTI’s  technical-business  curricula  upon  approval  of  the  student’s  advisor.  The  following 
courses  must  be  included  in  the  101  quarter  credit  hours: 

1 . English  — A minimum  of  two  English  courses  (6  quarter  credit  hours)  is  required.  The  stu- 
dent may  take  either  ENG  101  (Grammar)  and  ENG  102  (Composition)  or  CMA  105  (Composi- 
tion I)  and  CMA  106  (Composition  II).

2.  Mathematics  — A minimum  of  one  math  course  (5  quarter  credit  hours)  is  required.  The 
student  may  take  either  MAT  101  (Math  for  Elementary  School  Teachers)  or  MAT  105  (In- 
troduction to  College  Mathematics). 


3.  Social  and  Behavioral  Sciences  — A minimum  of  2 courses  (6  quarter  credit  hours)  is  re- 
quired.

For  graduation,  101  quarter  credit  hours  are  required.  The  graduate  is  awarded  an  Associate 
Degree  in  General  Education. 


For  the  student  wishing  to  pursue  a four-year  (baccalaureate)  degree, 
RTI  provides,  through  a contractual  agreement  with  Pembroke  State 
University,  a wide  range  of  college  credit  courses  on  the  RTI  campus.  Courses  for  transfer  are 
provided  in  4 quarters.  PSU  requires  45  quarter  credit  hours  (30  semester  hours)  for  transfer. 
The  student  may  transfer  60  quarter  credit  hours  (40  semester  hours).  Upon  successful  com- 
pletion of  these  hours  at  RTI  (minimum  grade  point  average  of  2.0),  the  student  will  receive  full 
credit  and  become  a PSU  student  at  the  sophomore  level.  All  PSU  degree  programs  require 
successful  completion  of  the  minimum  basic  studies  requirements  shown  below.

Pembroke  State  University  Minimum  Basic  Studies  Requirements 

Graduation  from  Pembroke  State  University  requires  successful  completion  of  the  Basic 
Studies  Program  and  a specialized  program  for  a major. 


A student  must  complete  75  quarter  hours  of  course  credit  in 
100-level  and  200-level  designated  courses  in  the  three  basic 
disciplines  of  humanities,  social  and  behavioral  sciences,  and  natural  sciences  and 
mathematics.  The  manner  in  which  these  75  quarter  credit  hours  are  to  be  distributed  is  in- 
dicated below: 

1.  Humanities  — A minimum  of  40  quarter  credit  hours  is  required  from  the  areas  listed 
below.  Credit  must  be  earned  in  3 of  the  5 areas  with  a minimum  of  10  quarter  hours  in  each  of 
the  3 areas  selected. 

a.  English  (10  quarter  credit  hours  of  Composition  required  with  a grade  of  “C”  or  higher 
in  each  course) 

b.  Fine  Arts  (Art,  Music,  Dramatics) 

c.  Foreign  Language

ART  108-B  Art  Education  in  the  Public  School  5 credit  hours 


(Required  of  all  Elementary  Education  Majors.) 

A study  of  arts  and  crafts  as  an  integral  part  of  teaching  in  the  elementary  grades. 
Acquaintances  with  various  tools  and  media  for  two-  and  three-dimensional 
creative  art  work.  A special  emphasis  placed  on  the  philosophy  of  teaching  art  to 
children. 

ART  205 

History  and  Appreciation  of  Art  5 credit  hours 

(Cannot  be  applied  toward  a major  in  Art.) 

To  establish  an  understanding  of  art,  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  the  relation 
between  art  and  man,  and  to  study  art  in  a cultural  environment. 

BIO  100 

Principles  of  Biology  5 credit  hours 

An  introduction  to  modern  and  classical  biological  concepts. 

BUS  209 

Introduction  to  Business  5 credit  hours 

A survey  and  operational  analysis  of  business  administration  and  organization. 
Consideration  is  given  to  such  topics  as  legal  forms  of  business,  management, 
marketing,  risk,  accounting  statistics,  and  governmental  regulation.  A general 
course  designed  for  all  students. 

CMA  101 

Fundamentals  of  Speech  5 credit  hours 

Introduction  to  the  fundamentals  of  public  speaking  for  the  beginning  student. 
Based  on  classical  theory  and  practice. 

CMA  105 

Composition  1 5 credit  hours 

Writing  of  expository  prose,  with  attention  to  effectiveness  and  accuracy;  study 
and  analysis  of  non-fiction  prose;  development  of  basic  communications  skills. 

CMA  106 

Composition  II  5 credit  hours 

A continuation  of  CMA  105  emphasizing  the  development  of  rhetorical  strategies 
and  the  writing  of  a research  paper;  introduction  to  the  major  literary  genres. 
Prerequisite:  CMA  105 

CMA  223 

American  Literature  Since  1865  5 credit  hours 

Consideration  of  the  outstanding  literary  figures  representing  Realism,  Naturalism 
and  Modernism,  with  attention  to  the  social  background  and  literary  milieu. 
Emphasis  upon  the  role  of  our  nation’s  literature  in  understanding  our  national 
ideals  and  values. 

Prerequisite:  CMA  106 

EDN  227 

Foundations  of  Education  1 5 credit  hours 

Philosophical,  historical,  and  sociological  foundations  of  education,  including 
analysis  of  contemporary  issues  and  problems.  It  is  the  beginning  screening 
course  for  those  seeking  teacher  certification  at  the  intermediate  (4-9)  and  sec- 
ondary levels.

GGY  101 

Introduction  to  Geography  5 credit  hours 

The  earth-environment  of  mankind.  Tools  and  techniques  of  geography.  Recom- 
mended as  preparation  for  more  advanced  courses. 

HIS  207 

American  History  5 credit  hours 

A survey  of  the  development  of  the  American  Nation  from  the  discovery  of 
America  through  the  Civil  War. 

HIS  208 

American  History  5 credit  hours 

A continuing  survey  of  the  development  of  the  American  Nation  from  1865  to  the 
present. 

HIS  260 

Afro-American  History  5 credit  hours 

A treatment  of  the  black  people  in  American  history  from  their  African  origins  to 
the  present. 

MAT  101 

Mathematics  for  Elementary  School  Teachers  5 credit  hours 

A basic  general  concept  course  dealing  with  the  topics  in  mathematics  taught  in 
the  elementary  schools  such  as  sets,  operations  on  sets,  bases,  modular 
arithmetic,  and  the  development  of  the  real  number  system.  Required  for  K-3,  4-9, 
and  Special  Education  majors. 

MAT  105 

Introduction  to  College  Mathematics  5 credit  hours 

Fundamental  principles  of  mathematics.  Elementary  set  theory,  systems  of 
numeration  and  elementary  mathematical  logic. 

MUS  209 

Basic  Music  for  the  Elementary  Teacher  5 credit  hours 

Restriction:  Not  open  to  music  majors 

A course  for  elementary  education  majors  in  the  fundamentals  of  music. 

MUS  230 

Introduction  to  Music  Appreciation  5 credit  hours 

Restriction:  Not  open  to  music  majors 

The  development  of  knowledge  and  understanding  of  music.  Emphasis  given  to 
the  forms  of  music  found  in  different  periods,  listening,  and  the  relationship  of 
music  to  general  cultural  development. 

PHI  102 

Perspectives  on  Man  (Religion  102)  5 credit  hours 

A study  of  the  dominant  understandings  of  man.  Philosophical,  religious,  scien- 
tific, and  literary  sources  are  read  and  discussed. 

PHS  100 

Development  of  Physical  Thought  1 5 credit  hours 

In  a nonmathematical  descriptive  fashion,  this  course  traces  the  history  of 
physical  thought  from  the  earliest  records  to  the  present.  The  men,  their  ideas, 
motives,  and  methods,  and  the  mental  and  social  climate  of  their  times  are 
discussed. 

PHS  101 

Development  of  Physical  Thought  II  5 credit  hours 

Prerequisite:  It  may  be  somewhat  helpful  (but  not  required)  to  have  taken  PHS  100 
as  background  for  this  course. 

In  the  fashion  of  PHS  100,  this  course  deals  primarily  with  19th  and  20th  century 
science,  such  as  electricity  and  magnetism,  the  nature  of  light,  and  the  strange 
worlds  of  the  very  fast  (theory  of  relativity),  and  the  very  small  (quantum  theory).

PSY  101  Introductory  Psychology  5 credit  hours 

An  experientially-oriented  course  designed  to  introduce  the  student  to  basic  con- 
cepts in  psychology  in  ways  that  they  can  relate  to  their  own  lives. 

REL  130  Introduction  to  Religion  5 credit  hours 

This  course  seeks  to  define  what  religion  is  and  to  outline  different  approaches  to 
the  study  of  religion.  The  following  questions  are  discussed:  What  are  the  roots  of 
religious  faith?  What  might  a mature  religious  faith  look  like?  Readings  relating 
religion  to  the  new  generation  are  part  of  this  study. 


SOC  101  Introduction  to  Modern  Sociology  5 credit  hours 

Recent  developments  in  sociology,  anthropology  and  social  psychology.  Social 
science  and  public  issues. 

SOC  103  Cultural  Anthropology  and  Sociology  in  Education  5 credit  hours 

Socio-cultural  differences  and  similarities.  Regional  and  local  aspects.  Socializa- 
tion and  enculturation.  Ethnic  and  linguistic  factors.  School-community  relations. 
Teaching  problems  and  opportunities.  Classroom  applications.
